TO TAKE ‘OBEY’ OUT 
OF MARRIAGE VOW

Action Now Up to Episcopal 


House of Deputies and Gen- 
eral Convention. 


By the Associated Press, 
PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 13.—-The 


House of Bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal; Church late yesterday 
yoted in favor of taking the word 
“obey” from the marriage ceremony 
of that church. The Bishops voted 
to refer the proposal to eliminate 


‘the phrase “‘with my worldly goods 


I thee endow” from the ceremony 
back to the commission which had 
submitted it. The Bishops were gen- 
erally in favor of the phrase but ob- 


The vote to eliminate the word 
“obey” was 36 to 27. If the House 
of Deputies concurs in the action 
the proposed change will be subject 
to approval at the general conven- 
tion three years hence before becom- 
ing effective. 

In the debate on the omission of 
“obey,” Bishop James R. Winchester 
of Arkansas led in attacking the res- 
olution providing for the c e. 

“T don’t see any reason why we 
should leave out the word ‘obey!’” 
he said. “I want to register my pro- 
test. Anybody who has had expert- 
ence knows that this makes 
solidarity of the family.” 

Said Bishop Thomas F. Gailor of 
Tennessee: “I can only repeat my 
opinion of emphatic, determined and 
continued opposition to the omission 
of that word.” |

Barrett Asserts Attitude of Citi- 
zens Will Be Governing Fac- 
tor in Fight on Gambling.

The attitude of the citizens of St. 
Louis County toward clean: govern- 
ment will be one of the determining 
factors in the ‘clean-up’’ movement

WITTENPERG, Mo., Sept. 13.—A 
Coroner’s jury in the inquest into the 
jJeath of three persons and the injury 
of 68 in connection with the wreck 
of the Memphis Express of the St. 
Louis & San _ Francisco Railroad, 
Sept. 1, at Starland, Mo., 97 miles 
south of St. Louis, when two passen- 
ger coaches went through a trestle, 
last evening returned a verdict the 
wreck was “due to a heavy washout 
and some decayed and sap-rotten 
piling.” Further than this verdict, 
the jury did not attempt to place ~e- 
sponsibility for the wreck. 

About 20 witnesses were heard. 
Frank K. Fenwick, Prosecuting At- 
torney of Perry County, attempted i 
show the trestle had been reported 
unsafe'and that its collapse was 
caused by rotten piles. Two of his 
witnesses—John Schulte, a real es- 
tate dealer of Perryville, and Ben 
Lane, a farmer of Brazeau—who 2x- 
amined the broken trestle supports 
after the wreck, testified that, in 
their opinion, the spiles were rotten. 
A number of section workmen sum- 
moned by Fenwick failed to. support 
his contention the trestle had becn 
reported unsafe. 

Frisco Men Say It Was Unavoidabhje. 

Officers of the railroad testified 
the collapse of the trestle Was caused 
by a washout, resulting from a heavy 
rain a few hours before the wreck. 
They said two bents, or ,sections of 
piling, had been washed away by 
the swollen creek spanned by the 
trestle, and declared that, for this 
reason, the accident was unavoidable. 

The trestle was built entirely new 
in 1918, F. G. Jonah, chief engineer 
of the railroad, testified, and was in- 
spected late as Aug. 10 and report- 
ed safe. The life of such a trestle, 
he said, is about 10 years. He saia 
it was of standard construction ap- 
proved by the American Society of 
Civil Engineers. 

The railroad’s witnsdste testified 
there was some evidence of rot on 
the outside of some of tHe oak piles 
in the trestle, such as should be ex- 
pected after four years, but not suf- 
ficient to impair the stability of the 
span. Timber men _ testified they 
found rot on some of the piles at the 
base, a half inch to one inch deep, 
which they said would not! have 
‘weakened the trestle: © 

Much Driftwood 

It was shown by residents of the 
vicinity that there was a heavy rain- 
fall the night of the wreck that 
washed out a sand island'and much 
accumulated driftwood in the creek, 
above the trestle. Witnesses for the 
railroad expressed the opinion the 
release of this water and driftwood 
to the river had taken the center 
sections of trestle away, leaving 42 
feet unsupported. 

There was no evidence concerning 
the epeed of the'train, the locomotive 
and baggage car of which got over 
the trestle before it collapsed. .

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from two groups of farm animals, 

aogs and cattle, and each family 
made its own lard, which was the 
chief cooking agent. 

Today we have a wide choice of 
fats in pails, bottles and packages, 
and if we know a little about their 
natures we can decide which will 
best serve our needs. 

Beef fat, owing to the large amount 
of stearin it contains, ig a hard fat, 
and has a flavor disliked by many 
people, yet when rendered for drip- 
pings it makes a fairly good frying 
agent. One part of beef suet to two 
parts of clear chicken fat, rendered 
together in about a half-cupful of 
milk with a half-teaspoonful of salt, 
carefully strained through cheese- 
cloth, when done, makes a wonder- 
ful frying fat. 

Mutton fat or tallow is also classed 
as a hard fat, and ie used widely in 
soap making, and the oil is also em- 
ployed in making the lower grades 
of oleomargarine. It is used but lit- 


Valuable Facts About the Use of Fats in Cooking 
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tle for cooking. Oleomargarine, 
which is today a good, clean fat, is 
not as popular here as it is in Eu- 
rope. Vegetable fats have one ad- 
vantage in cooking, they do not re- 
tain flavors, and they cook away but 
little at each using, so they may be 
Strained and used again. 


Peanut oil is coloriess and almost 
tasteless, so it is used frequently ‘to 
adulterate the more expensive oils, 
Cottonseed oil sold at its best, today, 
under a well-known trade-name, ‘s 
used freely for frying purposes, and 
also in salad dressings, and it is 
cheaper than the fine grades of olive 
oil. Corn oil is seldom used in the 
household, though bakeries make 
some use of the product. 

Nut butters are still in their in- 
fancy, except, perhaps, peanut but- 
ter, and do not figure much in ordi- 
nary cookery. Cocoanut oil, after 
processing, is solidified, and when 


Sugar is added it is used for the fill- 


ings of some of the sweet crackers 
or tea biscuits, so-called. There is 


nothing better than one part of pure, 
white lard to two parts of butter for 
pie crust such as our grandmothers 
made, though there are a number of 
prepared fats widely used by modern 
cooks, and of these the preference 
is for vegetable fats. 

The use of too much fat for short- 
ening is extravagant, wasteful and 
unhealthy. Just what the recipe calls 
for is always sufficient. * Each fat 
used for deep frying requires its own 
temperature to prevent the food from 
taking up the fat, and vegetable fats 
require a higher temperature than 
animal fats. There is less danger 
of the fat being too hot than of its 
being too cool. A way of testing fat 
is to drop in a one-inch cube of 
bread,-then see how long it takes to 
brown. 

In sauteing or pan-frying, there is 
leas danger of the food absorbing the 
fat, for it cooks on the fat rather 
than being immersed in it as in deep 
frying.
